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Shelter In-Place areas may vary depending on time of day and nature of threat
Identify safe area

Administrator or designee will announce the Shelter In-Place and give instructions
Ensure all students and staff are inside facility

Teachers should take immidiate action to account for and document all students present (both at
beginning of incident and at conclusion of incident)

Ensure all exterior doors and windows are closed

Document all actions

Turn off ventilation system in event of biological or chemical emergency
Notify Public Information Officer (P10O)

. Notify District Executives

. Refer to Vendors List and activate MOUs for Facilities, Food, Transportation, etc.
. Determine whether school can remain open.

. Upon school closure, refer to appropriate documentation in Communication, Notification and Public

Information section.
